One Killed and Another Seriously Injured— 
A Queer Accident. 

New York, April 18.—The removal of the 
electric wires and poles in Sixth avenue this 
morning was attended by an unfortunate acci- 
dent, whereby Michael Early, unmarried,aged 
thirty-thrpe, ef the Brooklyn linemen, em- 
ployed by the department of public works, and 
Hugh Reilly, aged thirty-one, a married man 
with a wife and three children, living at 338 
East Fortieth street, were both’ dragged from 
the window of a third story of 387 Sixth ave- 
nue, by & rope attached toa falling pole, Early 
being instantly killed and Reilly seriously in- 
jured. The men are both linemen in the bu- 
reau of encumbrances and were engaged in 
staying a pole that was being cut down when 
the accident occurred. When the pole was 
chopped off at the bottom the base slid along 
the sidewalk throwing the top out and pulling 
both men from the window. 

Early’s body was picked up in 

A TERRIBLY CRUSHED CONDITION 

and was removed to the Thirteenth street 
police station, while Reilly was taken to the 
New York hospital. Both bones of his left leg 
were found to be broken below the knee. 
Soveral of the smaller bones of the right foot 
were also fractured: In addition to this there 
Was & Sévere contusion of the back and a bad 
scalp wound. The surgeon believes there is 
a possibility of the spine being fractured, If 
this is so, the chances for recovery are not 
good. The accident tuok place at 9:15 this 
morning,and caused great excitemant in the 
neighborhood. )

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., April 18.—At West 
Farms, a farming hamlet, lying midway be- 
tween Westfield and Montgomery, and five 
miles fiom Westfield Centre, this morning, 
Joseph King, a wealthy and well known citi- 
zen, 78 years of age, was shot and killed by 
Edgar King, his eldest son, and the house fired 
and burned. 

Some time efter shots were heard near by, 
directing the assembled neighbors to the spot, 
twenty rods away, where the murderer was 
found lying in a pool of blood, having shot 
himself. He died ina couple of hours. The 
crime is chargeable to an unbalanced mind,

caused by long continued dissolute habits. 
The act was premeditated and young 
King had planned to killan aunt also, but 
could not get into her room. His father was 
shot while lying in the bed, and in his mvother’s 
presence. Other occupants of the house saved 
the murdered man’s body from the burning 
house, but could not save the house. The 
murderer had ruined himself by drink and his 
wife had obtained a divorce. For several years 
he had lived upon means furnished by his 
father but had exhausted that source of in- 
comé, hence the tragedy.

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BINDING THE GRAND TRUNK. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission 
Makesan Important Ruling. 

WasHinaton, April 18.—The interstate 
commerce commissian today promu!gated its 
decision in the matter of an investigation of 
the acts and doings of the Grand Trunk rail- 
way, of .Canada. This decision has been 
looked for with much interest by the railroad 
officials, many of whom were present at di(fer- 
ent times during the progress of the investiga- 
tion when the grand trunk officials were be- 
fore the commission. The {commission holds 
that the provisions of the act to reg- 
ulate commerce apply {to «ommon 
carriers engaged in the transportation 
of passengers or property for continuous car 
riage or shipment, from a place in the United 
States to a place in an adjacent foreign coun- 
try, and that such common carriers are subject 
to the provisions of the interstate commerce 
act. ‘The commission passes upon the specitie 
acts complained of, and decides that they are 
in violation of the interstate commerce law. 
The commission also holds that it has author- 
ity to institute investigations and to deal with 
violations of law independently of formal com- 
plaint, or of direct damage to the compiain- 
aut.

MISSING, 
Fifteen Thousand Dollars in Gold Mysteri- 
ously Curried Away. 

MINNEAPOLIS, April 18.—The Journal's 
Brainerd, Minn., special says+ A package 
containing $15,000 in gold has mysteriously dia- 
appeared from the oftice of the Northern Pa- 
cific Express company in this city.

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THE BOARD OF TRADE. 
The Navigation of the Ocmulgee River Un- 
Discussion. 

Macon, Ga., April 18.—[Special.}/—The 
committee appointed by the board of 
trade to gather all’ statistics relative to the 
condition of the Ocmulgee river and its navi- 
gation in former years, met at tire oftice of 
Captain Albert G. Butts at5 o’clock this after- 
noon. Captain Butts was made temporory 
chairman. He gave very valuable information 
astohis experience in connection with his 
brother, James R. Butts, one of the earliest 
navigators by steamboats on the Ocmulgee 
from: Macon to Darien, Savannah and Charles- 
ton, to which ports cotton was transported by

cer 


water from Macon at one dollar per bale, The 
advertisement of five lines of steamboat corn- 
anies, each of which had been incorporated 
* the legislature of Georgia tn 1855 tov 152s, 
com priging fifteen steamboats, which 
carried the trade between Macon and the ports 
mentioned, giving the name of each steamer 
aud its captain were also submitted. The ad- 
vertisements show that each of the companies 
had agents Darien, Savannah 
Charieston AN New York for 
through Macon. It was 
also shown that large portion of the railroad 
iron With which the track of the Macon and 
Brunswick railroad was laid was brougiit up 
the Ocmulvee river within a few mile: of Ma- 
con; thatin the summer of 1565, after the 
Central railroad had been destroyed [by Gen- 
eral Sherman nearly all the way to Savannah, 
100,000 bales of cotton which had accumulated 
at Macon during the war, was transported by 
the Ocmulgee river to the Altaimaha 
liver and thence to the SCA, It 
was also shown that a portion of the crop of 
1865 and 1866 was shipped by the same route. 

A survey of the water from Macon to the 
sea was made in 1875 bya skilled corps of engi- 
neers. Their report, with maps cf the Ocmul- 
gee and Altamaha, to the war department, 
was also exhibited. This report affirms that 
there is a good volume of water in the Ocmul- 
gee; that at extreme low water there is 
eighteen to twenty-fedr inches of water in the 
channel from Macon to Hawkinsville, and at 
usual low water there jis twoanda half feet; 
that by removing the logs and clearing the 
bars of sand a channel eighty feet wide and 
four feet deep can be obtained at all seasons 
of the year; and that the greatest obstructions 
were the bridge at Hawkinsville and tho one 
near Macon. 

The committee were deeply inipressed with 
the importance of having the river cleared 
of all obstractions and will reporttothe full 
board of trade in a short time the result of 
their investigations. 

Hon. Charles EK. Kibboe was then elected 
chairman and John C. Butler secretary of the 
committee, with instructions to pursue neces- 
gary examinations into other mattors relative 
thereto. The committee consists of Robert bh, 
Park, Albert G. Butts, Charles C. Kibbee and 
George T. Harris. It is further worthy of re- 
mark that before the era of railroads 100.000 to 
To 000 bales of cotton were shipped by the 
Ocmulgee from Macon to the sea, and that 
f the connmerce of the state 
was carried by this river.

There must be some reason for this wild 
rush on lands that are relatively no better 
than thousands of acres of government land 
etill unpre-empted. Whatis it? Well, for 
one thing, the immense amount of adver- 
tising that has proceeded from agents of the 
Washington lobby. Respectable newspa- 
pers have unwittingly permitted their col- 
umns to be used by these agents without 
their knowledge, and the advertising has 
gone on until the swindle is now practically 
ripe. 

We understand that there are a good many 
people in Georgia who are anxious to go to 
Oklahoma, ‘This is no doubt one phase of 
human nature. It is alsoa phase of human 
nature to get drunk occasionally. Just as 
we would advise a man to get sober and 
stay so, we advise all Georgians who have 
the Oklahoma craze to give it up.

A Brilllant Republican Scheme. 
It is said that some of the shrewdest 


schemers of the republican party are nursing 


a brilliant scheme by which they expect to

The Confederate Home of Georgia 
Organized. 

We print elsewhere a report of the pro- 
ceedings of the meeting of ‘‘The Confeder- 
ate Soldiers’ Home of Georgia,’’ on yester- 
day afternoon. It will be seen that the di- 
rectors organized thoroughly, ordered the 
appointment of committees in the various 
departments of the work, and will go right 
ahead as fast as prudence and deliberation 
will permit. 

The directors call for the immediate col- 
lection of all money subscribed, and it is 
earnestly hoped that the members of the 
local committees, or the gentlemen who 
sent in the various subscriptions, will at 
once proceed to collect them up, and for- 
ward checks to cover the amount. Oftena 
day’s delay in a popular subscription in- 
creases the trouble of collection, and de- 
creases the total collected. The list should, 
therefore, be taken around and collected at 
once, and the matter closed. The finance 
committee will see that the money does not 
lie idle, but that all the profits arising from 
its use shall go to the benefit of the associa- 
tion. 

The list is still about $12,000 short of 
$50,000, and we have set our pegs at $40,000 
for Sunday morning. Let everybody that 
has not subscribed give in their names and 
subscriptions by Saturday night, so that the 
list willturn the figures as quoted above, 
and be fairly on the way to $50,000 by the 
beginning of next week.

As unlikely of materialization as the prop- 
osition ofa Birmingham paper to make 
one state of the northern parts of Alabama 
and Georgia is that of the Louisville Cour- 
ier-Journal to quarter the state of Texas, 
creating four states out of the present vast 
area of Texas. 

The Courier-Journal, noting the fact that 
Texas is almost six times as large as Eng- 
land, twice as large as Prussia and much 
larger than France, withan increasing pop- 
ulation which will make it before many 
years the most popular state in the union, 
Says: 

Uuder the compact by which Texas was admitted 
into the sisterhood.of states, it has aright to be di« 
vided into four states. Ifit were so divided, each 
of the states cary. d out of it woulda still have more 
than the average of territory. At present public 
sentiment in Texas is very decidedly adverse to any 
such division, The proposition to divide the state 
is not seriously considered atall. Itis, in point of 
fact, treated with derision, 

The inexorable logic of events will propably 
change this within a few years. AS a great agri 
cultural state, Texas is now beneath the iron heel 
Its fertile soil produces great 
crops, but (be men who cullivate it are the serfs of 
the ironmongers of Pennsylvania and the m‘!! own 
ers of New England, They will undoubtedly, in 
time, realize that eight members in the senate of 
the United States are’ worth more than two, and 
thatifthey areto have an equal chance in the 
great industrial war of the twenticth century they 
must ‘‘divide and conquer.” 

Itis not probable that the people of 
Texas will ever consent to a division of the 
state, even though it should be of benefit to 
the party to which the vast majority of the 
people ci the state belong. Texans natur- 
ally take great pride in the enormous ex- 
tent ofthe state’s dominion, and they will 
be loath to surrender any part of the indi- 
viduality which makes Texas such an im- 
portant factor in the union of states. They 
recognize the fact that the state has more 
than quadrupled its population In twenty 
years, and the probability is that the next 
twenty years will show even more wonder- 
ful advancement in the progress of the 
state, than has been shown by the last. 

But evenif Texas consented to division it 
is not probable that it could be accomplish- 
ed unless the president and the party in 
power in both houses of congress were in 
political sympathy with the dominating 
party in the state. The republicans, of 
course, would never consent to division as 
long as Texas presents the solid democratic 
front she now shows. 

But itis not likely that the people of 
Texas will ever put the republican party to 
the trouble of frustrating fdivision. They 
areas much opposed to ft as are the republi- 
cans, therefore the geographical integrity of 
Texas is probably guaranteed forever.

GETTING INTO SHAPE. 


THE DIRECTORS OF 


FUND. 


MEETING OF 
THE VETERANS’ 
Officers Elected and Committees Appointed 
—Several Speeches Made—The Total Sub- 
scriptions tu Date. 
The board of directors of the Confederate 
Home association met yesterday afternoon and 
elected a president, secretary and treasurcr, 


and transacted much other business. 

Seventeen of the twenty-five directors met 
in the secretary’s office of the chamber of com- 
merce, and the meeting was called to order by 
Captain E. P. Howell at 3:45. 

The following directors were present: 

S. M. Inman, Dr. R. D. Spalding, Hon. W. 
D. Ellis, Judge George Hillyer, Mr. D. M. 
Bain, Judge W. L. Calhonn, Colonel R. J. 
McCamy of Dalton, Colone] W. M. Towers of 
Rome, Dr. Amos Fox, Mr. H. W. Grady, 
Hon. A. M. Foute of Cartersville, Hon. W.T. 
Smith of Buford, Mr. M. C. Kiser, Senator 
Tom Massengale of Norwood, Captain J. W. 
English, Captain E. P. Howell, Hon. W. A. 
Wright. 

Mr. Grady stated that he had received let- 
ters and telegrams from a number of the ab- 
sentee directors and all of them had accepted, 
but could not be present becanse of urgent en- 
gagements,.or because the notice did not 
‘reach them in time. 

On motion, then, the names of Mr. A.S.Cutts 
and Colonel Tift of Albany, were added to 
the board. 

On Mr. Bain’s motion a committee of five 
was appointed to report on organization. 

The chair appointed Mr. D. M. Bain, Mr. H. 
W. Grady, Mr. W. T. Smith, Judge W. T. 
Newman and Judge W. L. Calhoun. On Mr. 
Bain’s motion Judge Hillyer was put in his 
place. : 

Mr. 8S. M. Inman came in just as the com- 
mittee retired, and on motion he was added to 
the committee. 

In about ten minutes the committee return- 
ed, and Judge Hillyer in its behalf reported 
that the organization should consist of a presi- 
dent, a secretary, a treasurer and twelve vice- 
presidents, one from each congressional dis- 
trict, and two from the state at large. 

On Dr. R. D. Spalding’s motion the report 
was unanimously adopted. 

Mr. D. M. Bain moved to proceed at once to 
permanent organization and to elect a presi- 
dent first, and the motion was unanimously 
carried. 

Captain W. T. Smith, of Buford, then rose 
and nominated Mr. H. W. Grady for president. 
The nomination was received with ap- 
planse, and Mr. Smith proceeded as follows: 

“Tt would be superiluous, especially among 
you who are his neighbors, to say anything of 
Mr. Grady’s qualifications, bat for the con- 
federate soldiers of whom I am_ one as 
I went. to the war among the tirst and re- 
turned among the last. -I think it is peculiarly 
fitting, under the circumStances, that Mr. 
Grady should be the executive head of this 
board. Ie was too young to be a confederate 
soldier, but I think, of ail men in George. if 
there is a man living who did _ not 
participate in the trials and hardships of the 
veteran soldier —and I have said that no living 
human being could properly sympathize with 
the confederate soldier, unless he was a con- 
federate soldier himself—but | now say that if 
there isa man inthe south who could catch 
the inspiration and haye the full pulsations of 
the confederate soldier, I believe it is Henry 
Grady. [Applause. } 

“Tf he had never done anything else but 
write that editorial, “Shall We Go Begging 
for Them?’’ I would vote for him for any 
office. [App'’ause.] It was the fittest piece 
of literature that I ever read, [applause], and 
I believe that the home for the confederate 
soldiers of Georgia will be a grand success; it 
will pass down through . the ages 
into the history of this grand old 
commonwealth. And I think itis meet, sir, 
and proper that the brain that conceived the 
idea, and the brilliant pen that has done so 
much to bring it to success should be its execu- 
tive head at tirst. I believe he deserves that 
position; perhaps his duties are atready oner- 
ous. I know they are, but I believe he will 
accept the position. Isaid I didn’t intend to 
make aspeech, butsome old soldisrs said to 
ine on the train this morning: ‘If you get 
intoa large room, Bill, makea speech for 
Grady.’ 

“This is not a large room, but if. it were I 
would make a speech for Grady; although it 
is not necessary. What Ihave said has been 
from the impulse of an old soldier’s heart. and 
in behalf of those with whom I talked this 
morning. 

‘‘T see around me men who participated in 
the evelits which have brought out this large 
and spontaneous gift, men who are wise and 
worthy of the position of president, but I be- 
lieve it is the wish of the confederate soldiers 
that Mr. Grady should be chosen.”’ 

Mr. Grady was about to rise but Captain E. 
P. Howell anticipated him, saying that it was 
to prevent what Mr. Grady was about to do, 
that he rose so promptly. He started ont by 
saying that Mr. Grady had conceived this 
idea. ‘‘We have been wishing for years,’’ 
said he, ‘‘to bring this about, but when he 
proposed tomea month ago, to begin this 
movement, I hesitated about the wisdom of 
undertaking it, for I did not believe it could 
be pushed to success. We were therefore re- 
luctant to see it started, But he insisted and 
at last we agreed. He pushed the boat ont from 
the shore himself. Of course we helped him 
all we could, but he is the man who 
pushed it to success. I say this 
not because he is my partner but because I 
believe he is the man for the place,and he will 
push it to success if we all support him, which 
we must do. I know that he has no other 
motive but the good of this institution. I 
know that he has tried to get others 
to take the presidency. He was not 
a confederate soldier, but he suffered 
as much: he was too young to go to the. war, 
but his father went and fell bravely in the 
front of the battle,on the crater at Petersburg. 
J] know that it is the sense of the confederate 
veterans that he should be made president.’’ 

The nomination was warmly seconded by 
KHion. A. M. Foute, of Bartow, Hon W. D. 
Ellisand Hon W, A. Wright. 

Mr. Grady rose and saidthat he deeply ap- 
preciated ail that had been said, but he was 
thoroughly in earnest in saying he thought it 
for the good of the home—for its full and ulti- 
mate success—that aman old enongh to have 
been a gonfedederate soldier should be its presi- 
dent. Captain E. P. Howell was sucha man, 
and from an acquaintance of fifteen years he 
knew him to be eminently qualified for the po- 
sition.

Mr. Paul Romare was elected treasurer, and 
his bond was fixed at $25,000. 

Mr. W. H. Harrison, of the executive 
department, who has had charge of the 
pension business of the state and is familiar 
with the location and circumstances of indi- 
gent confederate soldiers in this state, was 
elected secretary, and his salary fixed at $20 
per month. 

It was ordered that the $1,470.75, now in 
bank, be turned over to Mr. Romare, the 
treasurer. 

The subject of location was discussed at some 
length, and Mr. Foute of Bartow, Mr. Smith ef 
Buford, and Colonel McCamy of Dalton, all 
said that it should undonbtedly be near 
Atlanta, the capital of the state. This was the 
sense of the whole body, and, on motion of Mr. 
Smith, it was decided that the site should be 
near the capital of the state, provided suitable 
location could be obtained in that vicinity. 

Much detail in regard to the form of a char- 
ter and legislation in regard tothe home was 
discussed, and standing committees were or- 
dered to be appointed by the president as fol- 
lows: 

Finance—A committee of seven. 

Location—A committee of seven. 

Buildings and grounds—A committee of 
seven. 

Administration—A committee of seven. 

Admission to the home—A committee of 


seven. 

A prudential committee of seven. 

By-laws—The charter committee. 

The finance committee was ordered to take 
immediate steps to collect the subscription, 

On Dr. Spalding’s motion, the secretary was 
directed to keép full accounts of the proceed- 
ings, as they would go down to history. 

The board adopted as the name of the asso- 
ciation: ‘‘The Confederate Soldiers’ Home 


of Georgia.” 

The board adjourned with enthusiastic de- 
termination to make the subscription fifty 
thousand by Decoration Day. 

The president of the board, under resolution,

Financier Tolleson’s Companies Bob Up Se- 
renely in Another Suit. 

The three commercial concerns born of the 
fertile brain of J. R. Tolleson have been kept 
before the public in more different ways than 
any other court matters during the past two 
months. 

And once more they bob up serenely. 

Yesterday papers were placed in the sherifi’s 
hands for selling fifteen bonds of the Tolleson 
Tale and Soapstone Mining and Manufactur- 
ing company stock, of $100 each face value. 

The suit is rather a complicated one. 

Some time last year the Tolleson Commer- 
cial company became indebted to Frank J. 
Trowbridge in the sum of $700. As security 
for this debt a note was given for the amotnt, 
with fifteen bonds of the company as col- 
lateral. 

The note not being paid, suit was brought 
by Trowbridge, under the section of the code 
which provides for the foreclosure of pawnees’ 
liens, and to advertise and se!) the bonds so as 
to realize the amount of the debt; whereupon 
the Tolleson Commission company filed a bill 
to enjoin the sale on the ground that the note 
had been renewed, and under the note held by 
Trowbridge he had no right to sell the bonds. 

In the absence of Judge Marshall J. Clarke, 
Judge Richard H. Clark acted on the bil! 
and granted the injunction. 

Trowbridge then filed an answer in the na- 
ture of a cross bill, and prayed that on the fina] 
hearing he might have judgment against the

Marshall J. Clarke sustained the answer of 
t naeerenee and awarded judgment accord- 
ingly.

A GREAT SYSTEM 


TO BE FORMED OF RAITROAD LINES 


IN GEORGIA, 


Which Will Be Able to Compcte With Any 
Combination Vhat Tries to Control Geor- 
gia's Business—What Will Be Done. 

We print herewith a most important piece 
of news for Atlanta and Georgia. 

Saturday night a week ago, the following 
genticimen, Messrs. E. P. Howell, L. J. Hill 
W. B. Lowe, J. W. English, R, F. Maddox, 
P. L. Mynatt, went to New York to see what 
could be done in the matter of the Atlanta and 
Florida railroad. 

Some of these represented the rail- 
roads, the —_ city, and others 
private companies, ut all went inspired with 
the desire to do what was best for the stock- 
holders of the Atlanta and Florida road, for 
Atlanta, and for Georgia. The city owes them 
a debt of gratitude forthus giving ten days of 
their time at their own expense to protect its 
interest.

Negotiations in New York. 

Several parties were consulted in New York 
but we are at liberty to give the plans of only 
one of the By udicates interested. 

Mr. J. D. Williamson, president of the 
Chattanooga, Nome and Carrollton’ road, 
accompanied the party to New York, and put 
them in relations with Messrs, Sully, Bogg 
and Dow,the capitalists who built his road. 
They are strong men and command unlimited 
capital. Onlv last month they took a $3,000,000 
loan of a New England state at arate that nets 
them only three percent. What their judg- 
ment indicates, they have the cash to confirm. 

It was first proposed that these gentlemen 
should give the Atlanta and Florida stockhold- 
ers bonds for their stock. They objected that 
the road owed $600,000, that it would take 
$100,000 to put it in good condition, $150,000 
for terminal facilities in Atlanta, $150,000 for 
equipment, making $1,000,000 that the road 
would cost, or abont $10,000 a mile, and 
claimed they could not add to this $400,000 in 
bonds to take up the stock of the Atlanta 
company. 

It was then urged that the good will of the 
Atlanta stockholders was worth something, 
and that the syndicate might make a conces- 
sion to advantage. They finally offered to 
give the Atlanta stockholders fifty cents of 
the par value of their stock in bonds (which 
would take $200,000 in bonds), and add $300,- 
000 in preferred stock. 

This proposition was submitted to Mr. Lod 
Hill and the friends of the road, who asked 
that it be modified and $300,000 in bonds be 
given, and $200,000 in preferred stock. Messrs. 
Sully, Bogg and Dow declined to make this 
change, aud Mr. Hill then agreed to come 
home aid submit their proposition, which is 
$200,000 in bonds and $300,000 in preferred 
stock to the stockholders. 

WHAT WILL BE DONE. 

If this proposition is accepted Messrs. Sully, 
Bogg and Dow, through President William- 
son, agree to build the road from Chattanooga 
to Savannah, Brunswick, Port Royal, 8. C., 
through Atianta within tweive months, and to 
give it full equipment and terminal facilities 
in all the cities it touches. 

Here isthe scheme: They now have a road 
running from Chattanooga to Carrollton 
through Rome. They are now building this 
road from Carrollton to Columbus. They pro- 
pose to start at Cedartown and build direct to 
Atlanta, a distance of about fifty miles. From 
Atlanta they would take the Atlanta and 
Florida road as far as Cuilcden. There they 
would build direct into Macon, and from 
Macon they would build direct to Savannah, 
or such other point as may hereafter be agreed 
upon. They would’ probably not use 
the Empire and Hawkinsville road as it would 
deflect from an air-line if they went to Savan- 
nah. They would use perhaps the graded por- 
tion of the Dublinand Savannah road, and 
Mr. Hughes is now on his way to Atlanta to 
consult, his route, going direct from Knox- 
ville through Macon, and from Macon to bBa- 
vyannah, will give a linefrom Atlanta to Sa- 
yannah about fifty miles shorter than the pres- 
ent line. 

There is another route, however, from At- 
Janta southward. They may use the Atlanta 
and Floridato Fort Valley, and thus 
Macon and go by Hawkinville to Savannah, 
using the Empire and Hawkinsville road. Or 
they nay go to Brunswick or Port Royal and 
take the directest line from Macon to either of 
these points. The route from Atlanta to the 
south is not yet decided—further than the 
guarantee of President Williamson and his 
associates that.there shall bea direct and in- 
dependent line from Atlanta to deep waiter, 
either at Port Royal, Brunswick or Savannah. 

Now let us study the situation. To build 
fifty miles from Cedartown to Atlanta would 
give an independent line from Chattanooga to 
Atlanta. The new road would be built 
through Salt Springs by the Chattahoochee 
Brick company, crossing the river at that 
point. A combination would be effected with 
the Marietta and North Georgia road to build 
across from Marietta to Salt Springs,and there 
connect with the new line and use its track 
into Atlanta, and joinit in securing terminal 
facilities and building depots in the city. This 
would bring two new roads into Atlanta. 

By building twenty-five miles from Culloden 
to Macon, Atlanta would have a new line to 
Macon, and a new system opening an indepen- 
dent line from Macon to Chattanooga. Thus 
seventy-five miles of railroad building over 
comparatively level country would extend the 
now disconnected Chattanooga, Rome and 
Columbus railroad into Atlanta, and Macon, 
from Chattanooga, with another line to Col- 
umbus. It would also give them over the 
Georgia Midland an independent line from 
Atlanta to Columbus, and by connecting with 
the Georgia Southern at Macon, an indepen- 
dent line to Valdosta

They will bring experts with them and will 
make a thorough survey of the 
situation, and if the Atlanta 
and Fiorida company accepts their 
offer, the work will be begun at once and 
completed within twelve months, A number 
of wealthy Georgians have joined hands with 
them and have agreed to take $500,000 worth 
of the bonds of the new company, paying cash 
therefor in order to give Georgia an interest in 
the work. It is estimated that it will take 
$4,000,000 to build the broken gaps and give 
the entire system a thoroughly first-class equip- 
ment. So much forthe scheme of President 
Williamson and his friends. 


Another Scheme for the Atlanta and Florida 
Road, 

There is another bidder for the Atlanta and 
Florida road in a syndicate composed of half a 
dozen influential New York capitalists. They 
propose to buy it, if it can be had at what they 
call a reasonable figure, and extend it to 
Thomasville and there connect with the Flor- 
ida system of railroads. If the. Atlanta and 
Florida was sold to this syndicate, it would, of 
course, rely on being connected, either now or 
later, with one of the present systems of roads 
now in operation in Georgia. The gentlemen 
interested in this direction will be heard from 
before any trade is closed that will put the 
Atlanta and Florida beyond their reach. 

The Americus Investment Company's Plan. 

In the meantime the proposition of Colonel 
3. H. Hawkins, of the Amerieus Investment 
coinpany, is still open, and Colonel Hawkins is 
now east with Colonel Maddox looking to the 
perfection of his plans. The terms of this 
proposition, as far as the stockholders are con- 
cerned, have already been made plain. €ol- 
one] Hawkins's pian is to extend the Atlanta 
aud Florida to Cordele and thence to Sayan- 
nah or Brunswick, and to make it an inde- 
pendent line from Atlanta to the sea. We are 
not advised as to further particulars of this 
scheme at present, as the gentlemen represent- 
ing it are out of the city. 


The Atlantaand Florida Creditors Will Wait. 


The most important work done by the At- 
lanta committee was the securing of 
time on the debt of the 
and Florida’ railroad which is due, 
The creditors agreed to hold off until a reason- 
able time was given for a disposition of the 
road that would save the stockholders some- 
thing of their investment and result in-its ex- 
tension. It is under this advantage gained by 
the committee that the present operations are 
carried on. It may bé accepted as reasonably 
certain that the Atlanta and Florida 
roads wyiilll be extended to some- 
thing like general usefulness. It will 
either find deep water at the seacoast, or it 
will be driven into Thomasville, and there un- 
lock the immense resources of western Florida 
by direct line to Atlanta. Matters will move 
swiftly now, and the destiny of this road will 
be tixed in afew days. In the meantime, in 
behalf of the people, we again thank the At- 
lanta committee, President Williamson, Presi- 
dent Hawkins and others, for the breathing 
time that has been secured for our sorely beset 
railroad and the new lines of extension that 
have been opened up for this city and for 
Georgia.

Arnold, as is well known, is the slate candi- 
date for the position. When Colonel Buck 
returned from a recent visit to Washington, 
the announcement was freely made that 
Arnold wonld get the collectorship—that the 
position had been promised to him by the 
powers at the national capital. 

But Arnold may fail and the slate may be 
broken and all because of a certain 

EPISODE IN WHICH HE FIGURED 
during the civil war. 

For several weeks past the friends of Mr. 
Dave Freéman, whois a candidate for the same 
position, have been quietly looking into Dr. 
Arnold's past record and they have found 
what will probably prove a bomb in the camp 
of the ring republicans. 

The story is given in the affidavits which 
Mr. Freeman has laid before President Harri- 
son and in extracts from the Columbus papers. 

Arnold was a youpg man during the war, 
but could not have been of a very warlike dis- 
position. His father, John D. Arnold, was a 
strong union man. Young Arnold was one of 
those who studied the route to Nassau, but he 
never got thatfar. At Albany he was found 
disguised as a woman, and after an examina- 
tion at the hands of physicians, was sent back 
to Columbus and made to enlist in the service of 
the confederacy. Then Mr. Arnold, through 
the papers, announced that he felt as bitterly 
toward the yankees as any oiber southerner. 

AN AFFIDAVIT SENT ON, 

A batch of affidavits have been sent on to 
Washington. 

R. R.  Thralcott makes afildavitt that 
‘Charles Arnold was conscripted into the 
confederate service and that to avoid being 
enrolled into the service the said Arnold left 
Columbus and was arrested in the dress and 
guise of awoman and was brought back to 
Columbus.”’ 

“Tlsaw Arnold,’’ continues the affidavit, 
‘marched through the streets of Culumbus, 
dressed in a black silk dresser He was after- 
wards put into the service. This Charles <Ar- 
dold is the same man who is now applying for 
the ofiice of collector of internal revenue for 
the district of Georgia, and is generally known 
in the city of Columbus as ‘Petticoat Arnold.” 

3 A NEWSPAPER ACCOUNT. 

In its issue of September 7th, 1864, the Daily 
Columbus Enquirer contained the following 
account of the affair: 

Our community was considerably stirred up yes- 
terday eveniag at seeing Charles Arnold, son of Mr. 
John D, Arnold, mareh through our strectsin fe- 
male apparel, accompanied bya guard. He was 
arrested we learn in Albany, Ga., a day or two agg. 
He left this city some time since to avoid conscrip- 
tion, and it js presumed that he has been passing off 
asafemalein partsof the country where he Was 
bot known. It is, judeed, a serious difficulty, and 
we doubt not it is owing in a great mensi¥e to the 
misguided o? affections of his parents. We trust 
should he get out of this most disgracefyl affair that 
he will go forward and prove bimself a man, and in 
some degree rétrleye the bad name he has thus 
incurred, 

CAPTAIN RUST TELLS OF IP. 

Captain R. 5S, Rust, of this city, makes a 
similar affidavit. Hesays he was present at 
Albany, Ga., and saw Charles W. Arnold 
taken from a wagon by a conscript officer. 
He, Arnold, was dressed ina black silk dress. 
Arnold was taken before the board of medical 
examiners consisting of Drs. E, L. Connally, 
J.D. Turner, Shoons and Garey who, ‘“‘aftera 
fuiland thorough examination’’ discovered 
that he was nota female, but a full grown 


“man. 


HE TRIES TO GET OUT OF IT. 

Arnold tried to get ont of his scrape. 

The nature of his excuse is evident from the 
following extract fram the Columbus Sun of 
the Sth of September 1864, the day after the 
occurrence: , 

Mr.Charies W. Arnold informs us in a note that he 
was not preparing to leave for the “yankee lines”’ 
in a wagon at the time of his capture, and that had 
he desired to go north, he could have done so long 
ago. Hesays he hasn6 more afiiliation for the 
yankee than his brother southerners have. Our in- 
formation was obtained from a government officer. 
We give Mr. Arnold the benefit of this information. 
as we haveno desire to add to his mortification 
The fact of a young, able-bodied man having been 
arrested in temale appare! carries its own com- 
ments. 

DR. CONNALLY REMEMBERS IT. 

‘Yes, Iremember the Arnold ocecurrence,”’ 
said Dr. E. L. Connally, when seen yesterday. 
“T was-chairman of the board of examiners to 
which fell the duty of deciding the question of 
Arnold’s sex. I remember that Il went up to 
him and put my hand on his face. As soon as 
I did this I knew, of course, that he wasa 
man. 

‘“*T reckon you won’t try to make me believe 
you’re a woman?’ [ said. 

‘‘We madea further examination and sent 
him back to Columbus, with orders that Le 
should go into active service.” 

Dr. J. B. Turner, another member of that 
board, isin Atlanta.

DEATH OF DR. GILBERT. 


The First of Atlanta’s Physicians Passes 


Away at a Ripe Old Age. 


Dr. Joshua Gilbert, the oldest physician in 
Atlanta, is dead. 

He died of hemorrhage@®f the lungs at four 
o’clock yesterday morning. 

There was a time, half a century ago, when 
his name was as a by word in this portion of 
Georgia. That was when he came to ‘‘the 
Terminus’’ of the Macon and Western railroad, 
from Charleston, 8. C., where he graduated, 
an active young doctor, of twenty-two yegrs of 
age, and was the first physician who ever set- 
tled down to practice in the future capital of 
Georgia. 

Soon after he came here he married Miss 
Elizabeth Humphreys, a daughter of Charner 
Humphreys, who lived at Whitehall, now 
West End, in 1840.' He built him a home on 
the ground where the old capitol now stands 
and he erected an office on Marietta street. 
between Broad and Forsyth, where he re- 
mained for many years. 

Dr. Gilbert was a dashing young doctor, and 
ran at a pretty rapid gait in those days. Big 
hearted and generous, free and easy, he was 
the beloved and admired of a host of friends 
in the growing town of Marthasville. 

He carried a whistle as he went his rounds, 
as the postmen donow,so as to warn his 
patients of his approach, and he called him- 
self ‘‘Your Uncle Fed,’’ in a playful way, 
among his friends. 

The young wife lived seven or eight years, 
and died, leaving a son and daughter, who are 
still living. 

Dr. Gilbert remained single for a good many 
years, and then wedded Miss Mattie Butler, of 
Griffin, who survives him. No children 
blessed his second union. 

It is said that Dr. Gilbert, in those days, 
never presented a bill to a patient, but was 
content to allow them to pay at their leasure. 
Rich and poor he tréated alike, and no one 
who solicited his Services was ever turned 
away. 

After a time he became associated with Dr. 
T. C, H. Wilson, and the firm prospered won- 
derously. Dr. Wilson was a thoroughbred 
business man, andthey made money from a 
large practice in Atlanta andthe surrounding 
country. 

People knew there was somebody seriously 
ill when they 8a Dr. Gilbert go dashing by, 
either on hotseback at break-ueck spéed; or 
in his little sulky, flying along the rough 
Streets regardless of danger to life and limb. 

Jn 1865 Dr. Gilbert turned square around, 
joined the Baptist church, and remained a 
strict observer of its ordinances, and an earnest 
adherent of the doctrines of Christ up to the 
day of his death. 

As the years were going by the town was de- 
veloping intoacity, and finally Dr. Gilbert 
removed to his country home, eight miles from 
the city, but he continued in active practice up 
tox a short time ago, despite the fact 
that Beventy-oné years “had passed over his 
head. He and Dr. Bong, Dr. W. F. West- 
moreland, Dr. John G. Westmoreland and 
Dr. Harrison Westmoreland were cotempora- 
ries, and Dr. Gilbert retained the warm friend- 
ship apd generous esteem of his brethren of 
the ftaterhity as long as he lived. 

The funeral services will otcur at the resi- 
dence at 10 o’clock today, and the remains of 
the good old doctor will be laid to zeat. at 
Utoy. 
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THE BODY OF CARTER COLOUITT 
Reaches Atianta Last Night and Will be 
Carried to Augusta This Afternoon.

They decided that the case was 
cerebral congestion of the brain.

of his flight from North Carolina appeared in 
these columns. 

He was clean shaven, except a mustache, 

washed and brushed up, until he looked aito- 
gether different from the forlorn looking 
wrisoner, crouching in his cell, wounded and 
ble eding, bearded and bedraggled, on the 
evening of March 22d. 

He had just walked out of Judge Landrum’s 
office a free man, after a month's experience 
in Fulton county jail. He was taken out for 
trial yesterday, and Mr. J. M. Austin was 
retained to defend him, 

Mr. C. E. Black appeared as prosecutor, and 
he related the story as he had narrated it 
when the prisoner was first arrested. 

Cowan had been rambling around Mr, 
Black’sjpremises,gand he be lieved him to have 
attempted to burglarize his residence, and the 
house of a negro livi ing on his place. 

When he found C owan, near the h onse, and 
accosted him, the latter gave no answer, so lie 
emptied his pistol, firing five shots, two of 
which took éffect in the thigh aud knee of 
the supposed burglar. 

Mr. . Todd, a neighbor, told how he 
found Cowan next morning, exhausted from 
loss of blood, and standing in the road in a 
dazed condition. He brought the prisoner to 
the city and turned him over to the authori- 
ties. 

Cowan, whose language is that of a man of 
good cducation, told his side of the story. He 
claimed that he was on his way to Macon, and 
he had got off a freight train at Delt Junc- 
tion, preferring to avoid the city at that hour, 
between twelve and one in the morning. 

He walked two miles down the railroad, till 
he arrived near Ponce de Leon, and being 
tired and thisty he simply went up first to the 
negro house, and next to Mr. Biack’s resi- 
dence, to get some water. 

When Mr. Black came out and accosted 
him he said he could see the gleam of the 
pistol in the moonlight, and he was so badly 
scared he did not know what to say. 

After being shot Mr. Black drove him off 
his premises, and he then remained’ in the 
woods until discovered by Mr. Todd. 

Judge Landrum said that he did not thing 
that under the circumstances he would be 
justified in binding Cowan over. 

Mr. Austin, in his speech, had dwelt on the 
fact that Mr. Black pulled the pistol 
out of his pocket and showed it 
to Mr. Todd next morning, but 
Mr. Black proved that he wason his own 
premises, and furthor, that he had itin his 
side pocket, with the handle exposed. 

There was some intimation of an effort to 
bring acase against Mr. Black for criminal 
assault in the remarks of the lawyer, but 
Judge Landrum, in his decision, said that Mr. 
Black had done what any other man would 
probably have done under similar circum- 
stances, 

The North Carolina authorities had deciined 
to pay the expense of Cowan’s return to them, 
and he was noc held on that charge. His par- 
ents live in Macon, and itis probable that he 
will go there ry 4 day or two.
